after all the evidence bad been sub- 
mit t«d in the investigation now being 
conducted by the committee into the 
fitness of the quintet to serve.

Chairman Cummtnf s Condemns 


Republicans for Delay in 


Ratifying Peace Treaty 


Buffalo. Feb. 2—The war recoid 


of the Democratic party was defend- 
ed by Homer S. Cummings, chairman 
of the Democratic national commit- 
tee, 
in an address here tonight 
Ue 


condemned the Republicans for delay 
in ratifying the peace treaty and de- 
clared that in all the world only on 
this continent have been found men 
who are willing to stand in the way of 
a settlement calculated to organize 
the world for peace rather than for 
war. 
He challenged the critics of the 


administration to suggest how the war 
could have been won more promptly 
and with, less loss of American lives. 


"The Republican management," he 


declared, "a rendering small service 
to 'America when It seeks to concert 
the machinery of Us organization In- 
to an instrument 
of attack 
upon 


American leadership and 
American 


Jionor. When the history of this great 
period it written, it will be known 
as a golden era of American achieve- 
ment, American 
statesmanship, and 


American honor. 


"For the present, we are enduring 


with what patience we may an inter- 
lude of Republican Incapacity. 
The 


American people have paid and are 
still paying a staggering penalty for 
the election of a Republican house and 
senate in November, 1918. Since that 
time, all the processes of government 
have been Impaired and the work of 
reconstruction has been delayed. The 
development and extension of Ameri- 
can business has been prevented and 
the peace of the world has been post- 
poned. 
Rude and unskilled 
hands 


have been thrust recklessly amidst 
the interlacing strands of human des- 
tiny. 
The opposition has conducted 


a campaign o£ baseless criticism and 
slander of the President. Its leader- 
ship has attempted to persuade our 
government into a repudiation of in- 
ternational obligations and an aban- 
donment of our allies, in whose com- 
pany only a few months ago we were 
fighting to save the civilization of the 
world." 


ENTENTE WOULD NOT 
RECOGNIZE HAPSBURGS 


Rumors That Restoration of Aus- 
-4rian-l)yiuu*&!Wbuld Be Pro- 


mated by Allies Are Denied 


Pant, Feb; 2. — Formal demal of 


rumors that the Allies would promote 
or recognize the restoration 
of 
the 


Hapsburg d\nasty in Hungary was is- 
sued by the council of ambassadors 
this afternoon. The statement 
said 


such a restoration would, be in direct 
variance with the principles 
of .the 


peace settlement. 


The text of the denial follows- 
"The principal allied 
powers feel 


called upon to give most formal denial 
of misleadin* rumors that have been 
circulated to the effect that restora- 
tion of the Hapsburg dynasty would 
be promoted or recognized by them. 


"The principal allied powers consid- 


er such 
restoration 
of a dynasty, 


which to its subjects represented a 
svstem of coercion and domination. In 
alliance with German}, 
over other 


states, would not be consistent either 
with the principles for w-hich this war 
has been fought or with the results of 
the liberation of subject peoples which 
have been achieved. 


"While it is not the intention nor 


can it be considered the duty of the 
pnncipal allied powers to interfere in 
the internal affairs of Hungary, or 
dictate to the Hungarian people what 
sort of government and constitution 
they may think fit to adopt for them- 
selves, the powers cannot admit that 
restoration of the Hapsburg dynast! 
can be considered merely as a matter 
interesting the Hungarian nation, and 
hereby declare that such restoration 
would he at variance with the whole 
basis of the peace settlement 
and

LITTLE OPTIMISM FELT 


Disagreement Over Article X 


and Monroe Doctrine Prom- 


ises Bitter Struggle 


Washington, Feb. 2. — Republican 


leadeis of the senate joined fences 
with the Democrats today to bring 
the peace treaty back into the open 
senate at the beginning of next week. 


Countenpg the Democratic plan to 


reopen the debate a \veek fiom to- 
morrow, Senatoi Lodge o£ Massachu- 
setts, the Republican leadei, served 
notice that he would make a. similar 
effort a week from todaj. 


The earlier day promptly was ac- 


cepted by the Democrats and in many 
quarters it was predicted that con- 
sideration of the tteaty would be re- 
sumed then by unanimous consent. 


It was emphasized on 
all sides, 


however, that the agreement to again 
put the treaty formally 
before the 


senate did not mean the leaders were 
optimistic over the 
prospects of its 


final disposition. 
It was 
piedicted 


that some of the minor points at is- 
sue might soon be agreed on by the 
senate itself, but senators were not 
so hopeful in regard to the disagree- 
ment over Article X and the Monroe 
doctrine. 


Plan to Restrict Debate. 


As soon aji a resumption of open- 


discussion seemed assured, leaders of 
the two parties put their heads to- 
gether to work out some method of 
keeping the debate within reasonable 
bounds. Revival of the cloture rule, 
which was applied during the closing 
hours of the last session, was suggest- 
ed but many senators thought it too 
drastic and it was generally predicted 
that some other method 
would be 


found. 


Discussion of the treaty broke out 


on the floor today, Senator 
Reed, 


.Democrat ot, Missouri, 
making a 


speech of two hours and a half In re- 
ply to the recently-published letter 
of Viscount Grey, the British ambas- 
sador to the United States, regarding 
senate reservations. 
The letter, de» 
| clared Senator 
Reed, showed 
that 


j Butish thinkers were willing to give 
i more consideration to American rights 
than were some members of the sen- 
ate. 


Quoting Viscount Grey's statement 


that there could be no objection m 
principle to equal American and Brit- 
ish representation in the league of 
nations. Senator Reed continued.

American Commercial Associa- 


tion Deckles to Send Delega- 


tion to Promote Trade 


New York, Feb. 2.—The American 


Commercial association 
to promote 


trade with Russia decided at a meet- 
ing here today to send a mission to 
Soviet Russia to foster commerce. To 
its executive committee were left the 
details of the commission's personnel 
and date of departure. 


Meanwhile, 
"pressure 
will 
be 


brought to bear" on the federal gov- 
ernment to lift the present restric- 
tions against trading with that part 
of Russia In control of the Bolshe- 
viki. 
A suggestion that one of the 


members of the association seek a 
writ of mandamus from the United 
States supreme court to compel the 
state department to permit American 
firms to do business with 
Russia, 


either through the Soviet government 
or with the Soviet government direct, 
also will be considered by the execu- 
tive committee. 


Emerson P. Jennings, president of

State Giles' Funds to Fight Flu. 
Albany, Feb. Z.—Immediate finan- 


ces to enable the State Department of 
Health to combat the prevailing epi- 
demic of influenza are necessary. Com- 
missioner of Health 
Hermann M. 


Biggs reported to Governor Smith to- 
day. 
Since January 23, it was stated, 


799 cases of pneumonia 
with 139 


deaths and 5,850 cases of influenza 
with 21 deaths, have been reported 
outside New York city. In order that 
the legislature could take immediate 
action, the governor transmitted ths 
report as an emergency measure. 


Bills to appropriate 
1(0,000 
for 


combatting the epidemic were at once 
introduced in both the senate and the 
assembly, and quickly passed. 


The epidemic, while not of the se- 


vere type which marked that of last 
vear, as incapacitating thousands of 
people throughout the state and be- 
ing frequently followed by pneumonia. 
Commissioner Biggs told the gov- 
ernor, 


Call for .torses. 


The State Department of Health 


during the past 24 hours has received 
a call for 20 nurses which it could not 
supply. "More nurses will be needed 
in the near future," wrote Dr. Biggs. 
"On account of the few physicians in 
the rural districts, it may be neces- 
sary also to employ a number of phy- 
sicians. It is confidently believed 
that the aid provided by the state 
will result 
in 
the saving of a good 


many lives." 


From advices telephoned the State 


Department of Health, influenza ap- 
pears to be prevailing extensively in 
rural 
districts. 
In the cities, the 


greatest number of cases have been 
reported from Syracuse. Jamestown, 
Poughkeepsie, Mt. Vernon and Albany.

that the scheme outlined by the pre- 
mier in the closing days of parlia- 
ment will achieve bit object." 


The statement concludes by point- 


ing out that an opportunity is offer- 
ed the labor party through the pre- 
vailing lack of faith that Ireland will 
obtain remedial measures through any 
other of the older political parties. 


The possible designation of James 


Ian MacPherson as chief secretary for 
Ireland is being freely discussed la 
Dublin, and rumor also Is busy with 
the name of Field Marshal Viscount 
French, ths lord llmrtemwit, according 
to the Daily Mail's correspondent. 


"The authorities at Whlthall (army 


headquarters in London) and at Dub- 
lin castle are not pulling together, 
says the correspondent, "and Ireland 
in the past few months has been gov- 
erned by see-saw principles, the pad- 
fists and coerclonlsta alternately being 
in the ascendancy. The result has 
been that the Sinn Feiners either have 
been treated 'as spoiled children or 
punished like criminals, according to 
the mood of the moment."

Secretary Meredith, "are willing to 
assume their part of the responsibil- 
ity as American citizens in meeting 
any problem threatening the welfare 
and stability of our country, but this 
high cost of living problem is a mtl- 
turt one, and they ask that it be ap- 
proached by all the people al a com- 
mon problem. They ask that those 
engaged in distribution eliminate the 
lost motion and not put go 'great a 
burden upon production as there is 
upon it today. In other words, they 
ask that there be an adequate number 
of producers of weal, and this .in- 
cludes property and food of ail kinds, 
and only such number of distributors 
as is necessary to perform the services 
required. They ask-that the banks,: 
railroads, wholssale hftmss. retail e** 
tabllshments, factoriss, -all of which 
are vitally necessary to ths 
farmer,, 


and recognized by him as such, b* 
speeded up alone with blnv that th« 
work now bone by three men may b* 
done. If possible, by two, and the bur- 
den of transportation and distribution 
be thereby lightened. 


Get Rid of trades* BUaplojes. 


"Business men most look to the op- 


eration of their establishments no 
matter in what line tlwy mar *•,•% 
gaged, and ses that no' useless sm~ 
ploy* Is retained to add to ths cost 
of distributing what th» farmer now 
produces. Useless employes must tw 
rslsaasd from non-producttvs work 
that they nay go Into productiv* work. 3 
and add to the sum total that'may b* 
distributed among all. "I*t us hav« 
six-tenths of oar people in production 
and four tenths In distribution, thai 
there may, be six-tenths of what a 
man can produce each day for -each. 
of us, rather than have four-tenths 
in production and six-tenths in dis- 
tribution, which gives us'only four- 
tenths of what a man can produce 
each day for each of us. 


•The farmer ash* that th* laborers 


in th* mines, in the factories, and In' 
the mills, who are also real producers 
along with the farmers, make an ef- 
fort comparable to his to ses there is 
just as little labor expense as pos- 
sible in each article turned out by 
their hands, thereby helping th* farm- 
er of America who In turn will help 
the laborer. Given this and th* man- 
ufacturers. Jobbers and retailers tak- 
ing a reasonable profit and recog- 
nising the fcarm that must ultimately 
come from the profiteering upon the 
farmer, the question of the high cost 
ot living will largely solve itself to the 
permanent good of all concerned. 


"On the other hand, if the whole 


country, all business and all labor, do 
not recognize this as * common prob- 
lem, aod do those things which (it* 
the farmer a fair compensation for 
his efforts, do those things which 
make farming remunerative, pleasant 
and as attractive as other lines of 
endeavor, the conditions will not Im- 
prove.

less will there be of farm products to 
divide among the whole peoils for 
their sustenance, and higher and high- 
er will go tne price of that which J* 
produced."

NUMBERGFDEPOSITORY 
BANKS BEING REDUCED 


Fewer Than 400 of 1,331 Such 


Institutions Expected to 


Remain Permanently 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Drastic reduc- 


tion In the number of national banks 
designated as government depositories 
is being made by the treasury depart- 
ment with the result that fewer than 
400 of the 1,331 such institutions 
holding federal funds 
on June 30, 


1919, are expected to 
survive 
the 


pruning knife. 


ChangesUn the government's finan- 


cial situation, brought about by war'a 
fiscal operations, It was said officially 
today, have made it necessary to abol- 
ish hundreds of the depositories and 
revise the plan (or distribution of gov- 
ernment monies among banks employ- 
ed prior to 1912. 


While the treasury is cutting off the 


inactive accounts, it also is reducing 
the balances carried by many other 
banks—all, in fact, where government 
transactions do not require the use of 
large sums. 


"Scientific apportionment," It Is 


said, will be the basis in the future 
for disposition of surplus funds. 
Of- 


ficials explained that the new policy 
as to deposits Nvould operate so each 
bank will be able to realize equal re- 
turns on a basis of business done for 
the government 


Included in the list ot 
national 


banks already struck oft are 566 banks 
which had accounts of only $1.000 and 
which were designated as government 
depositories during the administration 
of Franklin McVeagh as secretary of 
the treasury for President Taft. Near- 
ly half of the banks to be deprived 
of the government balances already 
ha\e been eliminated from the rolls 


The new policy of the treasury does 


not contemplate disturbance ot the 
present system of special depositories 
which was created as an emergency 
measure during the war. 


DEMORALIZATION IN 


EXCHANGE CONTINUES 


Market Opens With Show of 


Strength but Soon Lapse* 


Into State of Apathy 


New York, Feb. 2.—Fresh demorali- 


zation In foreign exchange, call loans 
rising to 1C per cent and time money 
still unobtainable at an advance of 
the bid to 9 and even 10 per cent, 
accounted mainly for today'* very llst- 
le»8 stock market. There was a ahow 
of activity and strength at the outset, 
apparently predicated on the belief 
that debate on the peace treaty -might 
be hastened by Viscount Grey's state- 
ment. This wag soon dispelled, how- 
ever, the market reacting at the first 
sign of pressure and lapsing into a 
state of apathy for the balance of the 
session. 


Last week's local bank statements 


were regarded as fairly encouraging, 
but a survey of conditions at* other 
leading centers disclosed mixed gains 
and losses, northern and southern sec- 
tions mostly strengthening their re- 
serves. 


In banking cfrcles, there was a fur-' 


ther conjecture dealing with the un- 
settlement of international credits, 
but this took the form largely of dis- 
cussion as to the ultimate effect of 
the adverse movement of this coun- 
try's foreign trade. 


Rails were the only important stocks 


to manifest a degree of firmness and 
better sentiment on the part of in- 
vestors and 
speculative 
interests. 


Their moderate-strength was derived 
from the progtcss of federal legisla- 
tion. A few leaders, including United 
States Steel and other standard in- 
dustrials, were at minimum quotations 
in the final dealings, that period co- 
inciding with the highest rate for call 
money and the lowest Quotation for 
foreign exchange.

There Are Still Shark* to B* Found, 


However, Forty Feet Long—Dan- 


geroue Marine Creature* 


Net the Largcet. 


New Ark.—Imaginative sea cap- 


tains and their followers on return- 
ing to local ports entertain their 
friend* and unsophisticated stranger* 
with highly colored narratives of great 
sea serpents and other unfamiliar 
monsters of the deep that they have 
encountered on their voyages. That 
monsters of the deep exist today as 
in olden times is irell known to sci- 
ence, but they are quite different from 
those described by the old salts. 


"The sea serpent," said Dr. John T. 


Nichols, head of the department of 
recent fishes at the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, "as that 
creature is pictured in the popular 
mind* is a purely mythical animal. 
Although there are doubtless many 
strange beasts in the sea, as yet un- 
known to science,'it is highly Im- 
probable that such a monster will be 
foundj" 


Big Sea Lizard*. 


The .nearest approach perhaps to 


this monster that ever existed was 
some of the big sea lizards which used 
to navigate the globe in prehistoric 
times. 
The most authentic reports 


of sea serpents nowadays when trace- 
able at all turn out to be faulty ob- 
servations of some ordinary marine 
creatures. 
A school of porpoises 


stretched out In line and rolling their 
backs above the surfatV in nnisoh, 
may readily enough appear like the 
colls of a great sea monster to an ob- 
server with an active imagination. 
Nevertheless, true sea snakes swim 
among the islands of certain parts of 
the western Pacific which, though they 
do not reach f great size, are <often 
very poisonous. 
They have flattened 


tails like muskrats to enable them to 
swim the better. 


There are plenty of monsters In the 


sen, though none equal in size the 
largest of the whalebone whales. The 
largest of such, creatures are some- 
thing like 90 feet in length. If there 
are larger specimens they have been, 
remarkably successful In eluding ac- 
curate measurement. In ordter to find 
sufficient food such gigantic creatures 
must be content with a humble diet. 
Hence they have developed their 
Tbalebone—a substance in which no 


•illation can compete in the manufac- 
are of high-grade whip handles and 
corset flays—for the purpose of strain- 
Ing an abundance of small fishes or 
other alnmals from the sea water. 


Inhabiting the deep are two gigan- 


tic sharks, either one of which may 
reach' a length of 40 feet The bask- 
ing shark is found in northern seas, 
occasionally straying southward to our 
coasts, and the whale shark seems*to 
have its principal habitat In the In- 
dian ocean, though stragglers have 
turned up as far away as the shores 
of Florida. One such, mounted, Is on 
exhibition at Miami and will repay a 
visit to any one who chances to be In 
that vicinity. 


Plenty of Sea Monster*. 


There are plenty of monsters in the 


sea, the giant devil flah, or mania, 
which probably grows to be over 20 
feet between the tips of its great 
wings. The model of an Individual of 
18 feet or so is on exhibition at the 
American museum. 
The manta has 


hornlike processes directed forward, 
one at Cither side of its broad head, 
and there are well^athentlcated In- 
stances of a devil fish "flying" through 
the water, catching a boat's anchor 
between Its horns by chance, lifting 
the anchor and towing the astonished 
boatmen out to sea. At certain sea- 
sons the devil fish Is common along 
the- Gnlf coast of Florida, where it fur- 
nishes exciting sport for big-game fish- 
ermen. 


The dangerous marine creatures are 


In -general not the largest. The killer 
whale, which is 20 feet or so in 
length, will attack and devour almost 
anything that swims In the sea. Some- 
times they join in schools and hunt 
the big whalebone' whales like a pack 
of hungry wolves. 
The man-eater 


shark, seldom more than 20 feet long. 
Is one of the flercert of se* creatures. 
Be Is as rare as he Is dangerous. The 
bift sperm whale seems to feed large- 
ly on large specimens of octopus, for 
•which It dives In deep water. Some 
observers assert that they hare seen 
spectacular contests between such a 
sperm whale and an octopus which it 
hud brought to the surface. 


Tbe octopus also toes by the name 


of devil fl«h. though it is an entirely 
different animal from the maota.
